This bill was to pro- 
vide serurily so that when a surveyor 
survQfed lands he should previouslj- have 
aho-'n himself cumpeteiit ' tb' Jo so. It 
-MS his intention to offeV » slight amend- 
ment to clause 1 bccaose it had como to 
his notice that <"»»y thoroughly compe- 
tent peraop" would as thu clause stood at 
presopt bo diaqualifiet! from not having 
boon employed as. Doininii.n surveyors or 
have qualified in the province, auch as 
civil engineers from Canada who wore 
qualitiod but hncf done no work for the 
Domioioi) or provincial governments. 
With reference tb the other part of tho 
bill it w a -imply takon from tho' 
laws which were in operation iii 
Ontario and other parts uf the Doniiniort, 
and it was very, difii'abl^ to have it put 
into the hands' of all person's 
who eliall bo authorized to make 
surveys of land. There wore at the 
end of the bil) two clauses providing 
for land surveyorB beiug piott:etc-fl in the 
porfoinnmco of their duty. He did ncft 
know that there had jiieeu any difliciilty in 
this connection in the past, but it was pos- 
Hible that olijeetioiirt might be made by own- 
ers of contiguous land, upon, which it might 
be necessary to eutor^ dttriig ia survey, 
against any certain snrveyor' which uiiyht 
make it difficult for him to perform a work 
properly, and ao a clause obviating thiu ob- 
jection had been embodied in the bill. 

Mr. Beaven was opposed to tho bill be- 
cause it was framed on the principle of pro- 
tection that had already goue too far. The 
legal, medical and dental fraternities had 
already been protected aud now it -was pro- 
poHi;d to extend tho privilege to surveyors, 
Tho only end ho could see to thi-i class of 
legislation was ifial of tho session itself. 
Ho should vote agaiiiat the second reading. 
The house ^went into committee, Mr. 
McTavish in the chair.

. $857,158. The commissioners appointed 
to settle claims of half-breeds in tlie north- 
west report that they held hittiugs in 25 
iliffereut places, receiving, registering, and 
(leoling with l.dill distinct written ap])lica- 
tious, representing claims representing 1 ,815 
half-breeds. Tin y issued 1.71U certilicates 
for money scrip, equal to $279,200, aud 21)2 
laud scrip certilicates, representing 55,2(iO 
acres, and c-lose their report by recouiiueud- 
ing that some means should be taken early 
ueit s|)ring to give an cpportuuity of prov- 
ing their claims to all those half-breeds 
who have not already done so. 
The report of the Hon. Joseph W. Trutoh, 
Dumiiiiuu governinent agent foe Britiah 
Columbia, allows 10 applications for tim 
ber loaaes or licenses wore made during 
the year, 7 applicatiuns for record of water 
rights, one renewed application for coal 
proapeotitig, and inna applications from 
settlers for leave of absence. THe appli 
cations for purchase or homestead entry 
covered an area of 127,688 acres, and the 
applications for timber cutting privileges 
covered an area of 1;>,1'_'0. The acreage 
of surveyed land in the New Westminster 
district is placed at 71>,r)24, unsurveyod 
15,704; area of land fir which timber li- 
censes have been applied, 10,280; Yale- 
Kamlonpa district, surveyed 477 acrea^ 
unsurveyed , 33,023. The report goes on to 
say: "The statement made in ray leport 
to you of lOlh December, 1884, that a 
large percentage of the applications then 
made would probably be abandoned *or 
withdrawn, has been verified by .the com- 
munications and applications received 
during the past twelve months,, some of 
the applications then referred to having 
since been abandoned by letter, and in 
many iiiatuncea, the lands comprised in 
such previous applications have been re- 
applied for by other persona, who state 
that the preiri»B9 applicants ha?e left the 
country, or that the land area unoccupied 
and unimproved. The Dominion Lands 
Regulations for 1885 not having been put 
in active operation, neither homestead 
entry nor leave of absence has yet been 
granted to settlers on surveyed lands, and 
all these settlers are, consequently, in the 
position o{ squattera. These settlers, as 
well as those on unsurveyed lands, have, 
however, been generally assured that it 
they remain upon their claims and comply 
strictly with the homestead provisions uf 
the Land Regulations they will obtain 
homestead entry for tho land settled up- 
on, and, in due course, a title thereto. 
The variance between the provincial law 
with respect to pre-emption — allowing 
aettlemeut duties to be performed by an 
agent— and the Dominion regulations 
with reapoct to homeatoad entry — requir- 
ing actual residence and cultivation — hap, 
I understand; led to numerous cases of 
"land jumnina," which will proba- 
bly require to be settled by 
the land board when established. 
The survey of Dominion lands in this 
province hi^ving been transferred to the 
control of the Technical Branch of the 
Department at Ottawa, the work under 
my direction of oopying the pL <a and 
field noies of the surveys made aur'ng 
the past two years of tho provincial pre- 
emptions within the railway belt and of 
the reserves set apart by the commission- 
era of Indian aU'airs, waa discontinued. 
Since then, Mr, McKenzie, who was era- 
ployed on this work, has been engaged in 
making copies of land applications and 
records, for transmission to the depart- 
ment at i)ttaiva, in accordance with in- 
structions to me by No. 8130, of 17th 
April last. The progress of this work 
has been retarded, for the reasons already 
explained and communicated to you by 
mo, ond specially in eonseqaeiice of the 
resignation of Mr. H. J. Campbell, and 
tho long illnoas of Mr. T. .A.. Pope. Mr. 
Pope, however, having again resumed his 
duties, the work will now bo carried on to 
better advantage. The returns received 
from Mr. J. S. Macdanell, acting timber 
inspector, nhow that timber to the amount 
of 0,748,273 feet B. M. has been cut on 
Dominion lands during the past year. 
The Grown dues on this timber, us well 
as on timber cut during the previous sea- 
son, are still uncollectodt pending tho 
issue from the department of authority 
for the collection thereof by an oflicor 
duly appointed for that purpose. The 
only license cancelled during tho year was 
that temporarily granted to tho Dominion 
Sawmill Company, which cancellation re 
suited from proceedings having been in- 
stituted for winding up that .company. 

A EUROPEAN WAB. 

lU'porta of an unpleasantness between 
France aud Geruniuy and a niisuuderataud- 
ing between Austria and lliissia are vague 
and probably have little or no' foundation 
except in the imagination of atockbrokers. 
There is apparently so little to be gained by 
a war between the Ganl aud Teuton that 
ono almost 'refuses to believe such an event 
among the probabilities, esoept in the event 
of a general European embroilment. The 
maBsiug of loops in Ueasarabia • by llussia 
looks ominous. There is a growing feeling 
in the Itnssian mind that the czar has buou 
trifled with by Bismarck aud that the tri- 
partite alliance is merely a couvouieut de- 
vice of Bismarck to enable him to watch 
and in some measure control the move- 
ments of his collossal ueigUbur. An < ad- 
"wioe^by llussia would mean a menace . to 
- j^ttia, and Gennany would speedily 'find 
if to her interest to take part Inmestrugglo. 
As 'she has nothiug to apprehend fi?cm Aus- 
tria and has muoh"'' to ' fear from the 
aggrandizing spirit of Rusaia, it 
is natural to suppose that Germany 
would find it to her iutoreat to assist .\ns- 
tria; and then would occur tho oppor- 
tunity for ^vhich Franco is said to long. 
With Russia for an ally France imagines 
she would stand a chanco of regaining her 
lost provinces. The present agitation arose 
in rather a jieculiar way. It appears that 
in all the text-books aupplied pupils in the 
public schools, of France there is, a para- 
graph admoniBhing the children never to 
forgot that the aim of all good Frenchmen 
is the reconquest of Alsaco and Lorraine. 
The children are thus taught to regard Ger- 



many aa tho natural enemy, and are told 
that it is their duty to hate tho race that 
tore from France her fairest provinces. To i 
JUis stylo of teaching the Germans object, ' 
and it is not unlikely that the French go»f- 
ommeut will bo asked to eliminate the 
objectionable passages from the school 
books. This would seem a slight offense 
for ft great nation like Ciermany to bother 
herself about; but Bismarck, who is great 
in great things, can bo corresiJoudingly 
small in small matters. A war in which 
Germany, Au.stria, aud Italy wore allied 
against Russia and Franco would be tho 
moat stupendous conflict of modoru times; 
aud England aud America would prosper 
amazingly by feeding and clothing the com- 
batants.

ENGLAND. 

LoNUoN, March 22. — IMr, Gladstone oc- 
cupied his usual seat in the house of com- 
mons this afternoon. He appeared to bo 
in excellent health and spirits. 

Sir William Vernon Haroourt, chancel- 
lor of tho exchequer, replying to Mr. 
Goshen, said tho government was not dis- 
posed to appoint a special commit' :e to 
examine into and report on the silver 
question, becauau the special commission 
which waa now inquiring into the cause 
of the depression of trade will ih all 
probability cover the ciuestioo in its work. 

It is allirmed this evening by persons 
believed to know that there 1ms never 
been any foundation for the statement 
that Gladstone intended asking authority 
to issue a lo,in in order to secure amounts 
to carry out his scheme to buy out real 
estate owners in Ireland. It ia now de- 
clared that tho premier, in his scheme, 
proposes the uppointmenl of exports to 
ti.'c tho values of tho various land proper- 
ties in Ireland, which at those valuations 
are to ba handed over to tho possession of 
the government in exchange for consols. 
In thia way Ireland ia to be made debtor 
to the empire for tho entire amoant paid 
to the landlords, together with interest of 
tho whole sum, to bo repaid into tho im- 
perial treasury by Ireland in installmonta 
within fifty yoars. At the end of that 
time lessees are to become ownora. This 
plan develops the domestic arrungenienta 
between t!io govorninent of Ireland and 
the tenants, Ireland becoming tsnaiit of 
the empire and sub-leaser to the tenants, 
whoso rent in the aggregate will include 
rent, taxes, otc, to moot interest on 
consols and create a sinking fund for their 
final liquidation. It necessarily involves

Chicago and Alton olUcials 
ni:ide up a train by the help of non.union 
inon and sent it out; but the strikors are 
said to have boarded and atoppod it at the 
eastern city limits. Wabash is working a 
small force sufficient, the offioials lay, to 
handle tho city freight, and being under 
the protection of tho federal court have 
invoked tho protection of the I'. S. mar- 
shal. A mass meeting of strikers will be 
held at noun. At present the cause of 
the strike cannot bo learned. 8oine of 
the men say, "We had orders fropa head- 
quarters of the Knights of Labors'.' . The 
switchmen made a general demand for ad- 
vance ill svagea a week ago on tho various 
rt <.da and it was not granted. There are 
flying rumors to the etioct that several 
other departments are to bo ordered out. 

PiTTSBUita, Pa., Alarch 23. — A fire at 
the Murrayaville gas well waa elTectively 
extinguished to-day. The air about the 
town is impregnated with gas; biit' no 
aerioua resiilts aro apprehended. 

O.MAUA, March 22 — The ooigo of the 
doaperado in Burt county tonnmated by 
the burning nf the barn in which he had 
entrenched himself during the Fire. Ho 
tired a succession of shota into the crowd, 
who reiurned the hre and shot him in the 
head. A.fter tho fire the body was found 
partly burned. Tho murderer was buried 
in a contiguous cornfield. Tho crowd waa 
bent on taking the charred and rotated 
corpse and feeding it to hogs. The sher- 
iff had hard work in' resisting the crowd, 
and according to the remains human bur- 
ial.

The Htoainship Oregon was built by 
John Elder it Co. at tSlasgow for the 
Ciuion lino, and was launched on June L'l, 
1883. She arrived iii New York on. her 
initial trip on' pctbber£l4,,1883, making 
the run from Queenstbvin in seven days, 
eight hours and tliirty minutes. At that 
time she wa.i the most magnificent, moat 
powerful and fastest, of the trans- Atlantic 
vessels. With the exception of thu 
Elruria of the samo line slie retained tho 
record for the fastest speed. In August, 
18ii4, she made the run from Queenstown 
to Now York in sis days, nine hours and 
forty-two minutes, this being nearly 
twenty-four luiurs abnrtor than her tirst 
trip, and the fastest then on record. On 
her return trip to l,)ueonstovrn she made 
the 'run in six days, eleven h6ura and 
nine miniites. The dimensions pf the 
Oregon! were 520 feet in lerig^ji, 64 feet 
breadth of beam, 40, feet depth of hold 
citid I'JCO tons gross measurement. She 
waa built of iron, with nine transversa, 
water-tight bulkheads, live iron decks and 
a strong turtlu back dock fui-ward and aft 
as a protection from thu heavy seas. She 
was litted to uccoinuiodate 'MO saloon, 92 
second ibin and 1000 ateuruge passen- 
gers. The titling of thu Oregon was un- 
usually line. Tho grand saloon, capable 
of dining the whoI;> of tho .'MO cabin [las- 
seiigers, was placed in the fore part of 
tho vessel, and was laid with a parquetry 
tloor. The ceilmg doeorations worn almost 
exclusively cuntinod to whito and gold. 
Tho panels were of polished satin wood, 
tho pilasters of walnut, with gilt capitals. 
The saloon measured liOxo-l feet, and waa 
nine foot in height in the lowest jiart. A 
central cupula of handaomo design, 
twenty'flve feet lou|; and fifteen feel 
wide, roso to a height of twenty feet, and 
gave abundant light and ventilation. Tho 
atato rooms were nearly ill lilted for only 
two ()aa.4t>iigerH, a iimat desirable arrango- 
niont, tliat waa aijprcciated by travelers. 
Tho ladies' i]rawing-rot)m was on tile up- 
per deck, and the deck extended nearly 
the entire lon^^th and breadth of the ves- 
sel. Tho smoking room was also on the 
upper dock, f.^r /ard of tho entrance to 
tho aaloon, and tlio ahip throiighoul waa 
liglilod by tho Kdiaon incandoaceiit elec- 
tric lighta The most striking feature of 
tho veaaoi was its enormous atoaining 
power. The engines were simple in con- 
struction and represented a greater cupac- 
ity than any over before put in an ocean 
steainahip. Hor boiler power waa cone 
spi>ndingly largo, as may be roalizad from 
tho fact thai she burned more than ItOO 
tons of coal in each tweiity-foiir hours.

In spite of the ninny viiri- 
ties and types of buttle ships wliicli 
have been built since the launch of the 
Dreadnought and ilie laying down .of 
the TrafalgHT, the latest development 
in armor clad cotisti uctioii will rtjaein 
lile hi.s favorite ship in inaiiy import- 
ant piirliouhiis. To sav that sh 
improved DreadnougliL will sigiiifv 
little more than that she is u turret 
shi[), that her turrets are built across 
the middle line of the ship fore and aft, 
that she will carrv larger guns and 
thicker nnnor, anrl as a matter of 
course thai alip will Imve greater ili- 
nietisions in order that this act-ession 
of weight may be lloated. So Far ns her 
prolile is concerned she will inorocloHU 
ly resemble the vessids of the tliscred li- 
ed Admiral class than the early turret 
ships; but as a malter of fact the 'IVa 
fargar is till! tirst of a distinctly new 
type of protected lighting ships, and 
combines inodilicuLions of tin- special 
features of the Ureadnonglit and (Joll- 
ingwood class.

gar, on the other hand, is not only in 
tended to curry as jiowerful guns as tho 
UanipHrdowii, liut to be protected by 
an aniiored belt, her bu'k is necessari- 
ly greater than either. 

In length she will be 345 feet, while 
her beam will be 73 feet, her iiieaii 
diaight2-i feet, and hor d'sp'acemeiil 
12,000 ton.i, so that she will be a larger 
ship than the Inflexiblo, which is .'iliO 
feet long by 7b feet broad, with a dis- 
placement of 11,400 tons. What (en- 
gine i)owt;i' slio will possess is i ot, 
icnown, as the tenders have not yet 
been prepared, but she will Ire fitted 
for force draught, and it is expected 
that she will reali/e a speed of 18 
knots. Khe will bu prutecttid by broad- 
side armor '20 inches in thickness, con- 
sisting of sleel faced plates, and this 
armor, while extending nearly the 
v,rliole length of the ship, is much deep- 
er than in vessels of tho Adiniril class, 
[n niod»^rn turret ships the turrets uro 
placed diagonally at, opposite coriiLTa 
of the citadel, so us to obiaiii a siiiiul- 
laneous tire of all the guns ahead or 
astern, unobstructed by the light ijuptir 
structures at the endf. In the Trafal- 
gar there will be no forward and after 
snperstruciures, and the turrets wliicli 
arc to be 18 inches in armor thickness, 
being built at the midult; line nl eacli 
end of the citadel, will have the ad- 
vantage of practically unlimited train- 
ing ahead and astern. Tliesi. turrets 
will, of course, be able to tire directly 
ahead or directly astern together, btit- 
wiih the gicuit increase which has 
taken place in tlio power of the gims 
the advantage whiuh tlie buttle ships 
of the great Colossus class jiosscss iYi 
this respect is more ap|)arent than real. 
Tlie fore turret will have a range of 
45 degrees abaft tiie beam and the after 
turret a range of 45 degrees before the 
beam, giving each a training arc of 270 
ilegriios. As regards the diaposition and 
raiigp of her turrots the- new shi]) te- 
souibles the DreadnougTjt, but she dif- 
fers from her ])rototype in having ii 
central battery between tlio turrets 
carrying eight 5-iiicii vl>reech-loaders, 
having a fair amount o'f^protection and 
superstructure above, which, together 
with the battery, extentls ont to the 
full breadth of the ship, -.and on which 
will he mounted a number of rapid 
tiring six-pounder and machine guns. 
Each turret will contain a cou^Ue ef 
GG-ton B. L. ii. gun.s, for which the 
weight of charge and projectile has not 
been settled. The torpedo equipment 
will be unusually large, as many as 
seven jjositioiis having been 
apropriuted for discharging the Wliite- 
licai! torpedo. J''oi!r will be under 
water, one at the bow, and the remain- 
der above water on the broadside. It is 
confidently expected that the Trafalgar 
when completed |will be the most for- 
midaWle armor clad either in our own 
or in any foreign navy. Some delay has 
occurred through a want of material, 
but it is believed that the vessel will 
be ready for lauiiciiing in about two 
years. Four years will probably eia[ist', 
however, before she will 'lie ready for 
the pennant.

His uext exploit was 
to "give a yell, and roll head over heels," 
which should not have surprised anyone 
well acqiminted with this savant. 
His own explanation was that he had 
" received a severe electrical shock, say

The nio.st careful of adjusters was tha 
Italian whom I saw in tuo great Wjush- 
ingt.ou umrkct. Ho was going from 
istall to ' stall, literally nosing out bar- 
gains ia fish, fowl and vegetables. His 
sonso of smell was his guido in making 
purchases. Ho sought thiugs that wore 
not yet in decay, but would be. on the 
morrow. In that way he secured very 
low prices. The articles which he 
bought at half rates, or still lower, 
were those which tho dealer would havo 
lost all togetlun- if not .sold that day. 
Tho quaiitilios piircha.sod were consider- 
able, and 1 wii.s curious to know what 
Wius to be dono with them. 

"lie is tho caterer for ouo of tho t.ablo 
d'hote dinners," said tho butcher of 
whom 1 inquired. "They buy mighty 
close, these fellows. They can't bo 
fooled in the least. They can toll by 
snilhng at a turkey that it isn't tainted 
yet, but will bu in a few hours; and 
having bought tho fowl ut a fraction of 
the market price for prime best, they 
get it cooked and down the throats of 
their custoiiiors before the process of 
rotting has time to fairly begin. It is 
the samo way with all they buy. How 
else could tlioy make iiny monoy.'"

sixth, ice orciin; seventh, eolVeo and 
cheese. Not a thing was poor in (|ualily or 
mean in (piiintity; the eookerv was ex- 
cellent and the service was b. ;i polite, 
tpiick wailt^i'. Think of all that for 65 
ceiitsi Two additional dimes bought a 
pint of toloi-able cliiTut. 11 is only by 
the kind of uiarketiiia that I have do- 
seribeil, along with the ulinost ecoiioniy 
iu cooking and carving, that tlio.se 
Italians are al.lo to .-tell such meals so 
ehoajily.

A Crane Mluety-e fght Feet High. ,^ 
M. Bonnat,' a *HB*tes^?jJ'' fceutnil 
iohodl at Piif&, " has been exporlmoi^tlug 
with tlio construction of lifting and build- 
ing machinery. Hia'liasafilastaupceeded In 
making a crana whlcli •nndouBtedly the 
largest in tho world. ' It was built t^b rai o 
masonry at a now churcli in process of erec- 
tion at tbo MouUuartra, I'arls. 

This gigantic ernn>} is 03 teot higli. A 
strong frumo. work forma the base. It sup- 
ports tho eugiuo and windlass, and is of oak, 
to resist bonding. Above the top pails of the 
frame rise two iinuieuso uprights, r They are 
72 feet above the top of the framework. At 
the base thoy are 13 inches squara. They ar« 
Kupported by cross .pleces andbnice*. 




XlfTINO CRA.VE. 

At the top of the upright jjiecea is pivoted 
a swingiug crogapioce, which balances. It 
is 80 feet long and construoted so as to olTer 
great resistance with little weight. The ,l>al- 
auoe ts made of two parallel lattice girders, 
fastened with truss rods above and -With 
CTOsspieces. ' 

By means of this tremendous crane, corq- 
ev3 of pillar masonry 14 feet thick can bo 
laid as far as to the starting of the archcH. 
The vaulted coiling, with tho keystones of 
its arches S8 feet above tlie iloor, can bo con- 
structed al.so. The balance at tho top sup- 
ports tho pulleys over which pa-ss tho load 
anfl stay chains. 

The apparatus has besides tho advantage 
of being able to bo moved upon wheels. A 
track laid along a temporary platform en- 
ables tho machine to be . raised to an elavA- 
tion thi-ee feet above (jholiaopt^otlthB nave of 
the church. The piilleys revolve' ujjon 
broQT" <)«fl-ings. 

•The crane is worked by an engine of five- 
horse power. A shunting or switching car 
moves it from one part of the building to 
another. The car is moved by the engine 
which works the crane iu a most ingenious 
- naauner. Part of the' goarlng- which drives 
the crane can bo disconnected therefrom and 
attached to the car by moans of a cone gear- 
ing.

Fig. 2 shows tho car. It coiulsts of ai" 
frame of metal ono and on^half...feofc high,' 
rendered tinn by a great number of crosfe' 
pieces and braces. It is siipported upou five' 
wheels. 

It Ls interesting to note the strougtli of tliD: 
crauo. It is calculated to lift a load of 0,100 
pounds.
